I wish it were possible to publish more details of the 
‘progress of individual pupils as set down in our permanent 
record. Of course however such details could have no fit- 
ting place in a public report. I hope that parents know that 
such a record is kept and may be seen in my office at any 
time. The teachers’ marks, the results of the standard tests, 
and other matters, make up these records and they are true 
pictures of the progress made in school. 


Since my last report we have, of course, finished one 
school year and begun another. Mrs. Moore ended her 
school year in the East School in her usual conscientious 
manner. In spite of the handicap of a much overcrowded 
room, she obtained good results; to the regret of parents, 
pupils and school officials alike, her marriage made it im- 
possible to use her services longer. The school contained 
several additional pupils at the beginning of the present 
school year and is so overcrowded as to make it impossible 
to teach as thoroughly as in other schools for this reason. 
‘The pupils here have not educational advantages equal to 
those in the other schools in town. If it were not for Miss 
MacDonald’s firm hand, skill in organization, and experi- 
ence in teaching, the disadvantages of these large numbers 
would be much greater. It would be a short step to con- 
fusion such as we rarely see in our schools. I heartily rec- 
ommend that some of the East School pupils be enrolled in 
the comparatively small North School. 


The last year ended with profit at the West School. 
Sickness of teacher and pupils alike had handicapped prog- 
ress there but on the whole fair progress was made. Miss 
Stucki is conducting the school this year (a comparatively 
large school) in a most satisfactory way. Her discipline and 
the response of the children to it are fine; her contacts with 
parents are mutually satisfactory, and the pupils are learn- 
ing well. 
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The year ending in June, 1934 gave pupils of the North 
School the usual promotions, and the year’s tests were sat- 
isfactory. The school is small and would doubtless be better 
with the competition which added numbers would bring, 
but the playground is dangerous and requires a stricter 
discipline than is easy to administer. Recent weeks, thanks 
to effort and study in a number of ways, have seen a fine 
beginning in the elimination of most of the conditions at 
this schoo! which have been subjects of concern. There are 
many chances at the North School for children to be badly 
injured by automobiles. In spite of all that can be done, 
children will remain thoughtless of such dangers,. especial- 
ly in excitement of play. The speed of automobiles passing 
the North School is often very great and the school is hid- 
den from the autoist going west. The children can be pre- 
vented at all times from rushing into such danger only by a 
substantial fence along the road. Such a fence would prob- 
ably cost £200.00. I recommend that it be built.

Through Mrs. Wilder, the State Director of Relief, we 
have milk and cod liver oil in our schools for all children 
who are in need of them. 


From the Child Recovery Program of New Hampshire 
I was aliotted $62.36 to be used for the correction of de- 
fective tonsils, teeth and vision. This money was used for 
the payment of four tonsillectomies, four pairs of glasses, 
and one examination of ears. I received five dollars from 
one parent to pay for hospital care of child. 


I take this opportunity to thank our Superintendent, 
Mr. Towle, the School Board, the teachers, and the people 
of Kensington for their cooperation and wonderful help.
